It was suggested by Sir Robert Falconer that some 
provision should be made for accumulating part of the income 
referred to in this paragraph instead of providing that it 
should be expended yearly.

With regard to the question raised as to the power 
of The T. Eaton Company Limited to enter into the covenant 
contained in paragraph 11, this Company is an Ontario Company 
incorporated by Letters Patent. There is no specific power 
in the Charter to make gifts &c., but I would refer you to 
the amendment to the Ontario Companies Act enacted in 1916 
adding section 210, which provides that the Company should have 
the general capacity which the common law ordinarily attaches 
to corporations created by charter. This section has been 
considered by the courts, as you are no doubt aware, in Edwards 
ve Blackmore, 15 0.W.N- p-423, and apart from this section it 
would appear that under a recent case in\the Privy Council, 
Bonanza ve The King, the Gompany is not limited by the precise 
powers set out in its charter and would have power to enter 
into such a covenant as the one in question, even if this were 
made by the Directors alone. 

In this instance, as you are aware, the Company is a 
close held corporation, and I understand that it is proposed to 
have all the shareholders approve, which would appear to put the 
right of the Company to enter into the covenant beyond peradventure. 

As this matter has now dragged out a very long time 
ice it was first taken up last spring, I would suggest that
